RESOEUTION 

SCHOOL SOUND INSULATION PROGRAM 

WHEREAS, quality education is crucial for the future of not only a free and democratic society but also 
of the very community in which a school is located; and 

WHEREAS, Ridgewood High School has spent 50 years being dedicated to serving the youth of 
Norridge and Harwood Heights and instilling in all of its students the desire to succeed in their future 
endeavors by emphasizing that every student can learn and become a productive member of society; and 

WHEREAS, a proper learning environment is essential to the productivity of a classroom, and that 
protection from external noise is a reasonable expectation for such an environment; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a member of the O’Hare Noise Compatibility Commission (ONCC), and is 
aware that Ridgewood High School, Elk Grove High School and Carpenter Elementary School in Park 
Ridge, qualified for sound insulation in 2004, and that despite the continuing noise imposed on them by 
the air traffic from O’Hare International Airport (O’Hare), none of those schools has joined the ranks of 
the 117 schools that have been awarded the benefit of sound insulation under the ONCC School Sound 
Insulation Program; and 

WHEREAS, the eligibility rules for sound insulation were changed in 2005 from an 8-hour 45 Eeq (8) 
(Equivalent Continuous Sound Eevel) to 60 DNE (a 24-hour day-night noise average) and, Ridgewood 
High School, despite having qualified for sound insulation under the requirements that existed at the time 
they were tested, was pushed off of the eligibility list by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA); and 

WHEREAS, since that time, the members of the ONCC have consistently and diligently worked for the 
reinstatement to the insulation program of Ridgewood High School, Elk Grove High School, and 
Carpenter Elementary School and believe that the students of these schools deserve the same learning 
environment provided to the 117 schools around O’Hare that benefit from sound-insulation. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the President and Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County, urge that the FAA reverse its rulings and grant Ridgewood High School, Elk Grove High School 
and Carpenter Elementary School in Park Ridge sound insulation so that their students can learn under the 
same advantageous conditions as the 117 schools that have received this work.

RESOLUTION 

VETERAN PTSD SCREENING AND BENEFIT FAIRS 

WHEREAS, it is estimated that more than 300,000 of the nearly 2 million U.S. servicemen and women 
deployed since 9/11 suffer from the often debilitating condition of post-traumatic stress disorder (PTSD), 
with symptoms that include feelings of intense distress, nightmares, emotional numbness, relationship 
problems, trouble sleeping, sudden anger, and drug and alcohol abuse; and 

WHEREAS, the number of cases of PTSD is expected to climb as the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 
continue, and could ultimately exceed 500,000, according to a new study by researchers at Stanford 
University; and 

WHEREAS, mental health experts say PTSD is the primary reason suicides in the military are at an all- 
time high; 256 soldiers took their own lives in 2008, the highest number since that data was first tracked, 
in 1980; and 

WHEREAS, the economic downturn is hitting Iraq and Afghanistan veterans harder than other workers, 
as one in nine are now unemployed; and 

WHEREAS, in April 2009, the jobless rate for veterans who served in Iraq and Afghanistan was 11.2% 
while the corresponding rate for non-veterans was 8.8%; and 

WHEREAS, there is a crisis with our young veterans who are in need of metal health services and 
employment assistance; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs has been aggressively building “collaborative 
relationships” with non-profits, veterans organizations, doctors and hospitals to reach out to veterans to 
offer information and services and Cook County should join in the national effort by reaching out to local 
veterans. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, does 
hereby direct the Cook County Veterans Assistance Commission to work with Cook County 
Commissioners, the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs, veterans organizations, area hospitals and not- 
for profit organizations to organize PTSD screening and benefit fairs for veterans, in each of the 17 
districts of the Cook County Board of Commissioners; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Veterans Assistance Commission shall 
coordinate PTSD screening and benefit fairs in each Commissioner district every two years. The 
fairs should include employers seeking candidates for employment, assistance with developing 
resumes, mental health screenings, information on follow-up mental health services, and 
information regarding veterans insurance and other benefits; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the PTSD screening and benefit fairs shall be located at Illinois 
National Guard armories. If there is no armory in a commissioner’s district or if the armory is 
unavailable, the Cook County Veterans Assistance Commission shall work with the specific 
commissioner’s staff to find a suitable location.

Company, Elgin, Illinois and the County of Cook. 

This maintenance contract consists of maintaining or removing existing and installing new crosswalks, 
stop lines, words and symbols, and other incidental traffic control markings on various roads in Cook 
County. 

The contract was competitively bid on November 13, 2008. Award of the contract was approved by the 
Board on February 4, 2009 for the amount of $822,500.00. The contract included a provision that 
allowed the County to renew the contract for an additional year at the same unit prices if we were 
satisfied with the contractor’s performance and quality of work. A Fetter of Mutual Concurrence between 
the Highway Department and A.C. Pavement Striping Company for the contract renewal has 
been submitted and made a part hereof. 

Therefore, this renewal recommendation is made pursuant to the provisions in the Duration of Contract 
section of the current contract which expires on December 31, 2009. If you concur in this 
recommendation, the contract extension into 2010 will be identified and funded as 10-8STIC-31-GM.

ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

PROCEDURES AND FEES FOR HIGHWAY HAUL PERMITS REQUIRED BY 
OVERWEIGHT AND OVERSIZE VEHICLES USING COUNTY HIGHWAYS 

WHEREAS, Cook County (the "County") is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/15-111(a), establishes maximum wheel and axle 
loads and 625 ILCS 5/15-111(b), establishes gross weight limitations, for vehicles traveling on “non- 
designated” highways, which highways comprise the entirety of the County Highway System; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/15-102, 103, and 107 establishes maximum 
dimensions for width, height, and length of vehicles; and

WHEREAS, overweight and oversize vehicles traveling on County Highways cause excessive wear and 
tear and sometimes damage County Highways because of its heavy and oversized loads; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/15-301, authorizes local authorities upon application 
and good cause being shown, to issue permits for overweight and other nonconforming vehicles to travel 
highways under their jurisdiction; and 

WHEREAS, Chapter 82, Article II, Section 82-41 (b) of the Cook County Code authorizes the Cook 
County Superintendent of Highways (the "Superintendent") to issue temporary permits to vehicles 
exceeding load restrictions on County Highways; and 

WHEREAS, the Superintendent currently issues such permits at his discretion without charge; and 

WHEREAS, the County is forced to bear the costs of repairing County Highways damaged by 
overweight and oversize vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the interest of the citizens of the County that overweight and oversize vehicles that 
travel on County Highways be regulated and that the owners and operators of overweight vehicles 
contribute to the care and maintenance of the roads they utilize and be responsible for damage to the roads 
caused by their vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/15-101 et seq., has been amended to reflect new legal 
weight requirements for trucks from 73,280 to 80,000 lbs; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County Highway is adopting the change to maintain uniformity with the Illinois 
Department of Transportation requirements. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
66 Roads and Bridges, Article IV, Sections 125 through 131 of the Cook County Code are hereby 
amended as follows: 

ARTICLE IV, PROCEDURES AND FEES FOR HIGHWAY HAUL PERMITS REQUIRED 
BY OVERWEIGHT AND OVERSIZE VEHICLES USING COUNTY HIGHWAYS 

Sec. 66-125. Definitions. 

County Highway means any County highway as defined by the Illinois Highway Code, 605 ILCS 
5/2-204, under the jurisdiction of the County, except for the purposes of this article only County highway 
shall not include any County highway located within the City of Chicago. 

Department means the Cook County Highway Department. 

Monthly use means any number of trips over a period of limited continuous operation made by a 
vehicle to and from the starting point and destination point as designated in the application for a highway 
haul permic (the "application") subject to limitations imposed by the Superintendent, not to exceed 12 
months of limited continuous operation. 

Single trip means a one way journey made by a vehicle from the starting point to the destination 
point as designated in the application. It does not include a return trip from the destination point to the 
starting point. 

Superintendent means the Cook County Superintendent of Highways and/or his designee. 

Sec. 66-126. Permits: fees and provisions. 

(a) The Superintendent may, upon application in writing and good cause being shown, issue 
a highway haul permit ("permit") authorizing a vehicle not in conformity with the size and weight 
limitations of vehicles set forth in Chapter 15 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/15-101 et seq., to 
be operated or moved upon County highways pursuant to the terms and limitations of said permit. 

(b) The fees for permits issued pursuant to this article shall be as follows:

(6) Fees for continuous operation of overweight and over dimension overdimension vehicles, 
vehicle combinations of vehicles and or loads upon the County highways by businesses 
located on a County highway or within 1 (one) mile of a County highway. Fees for 
permits for continuous operation of overweight and over dimension overdimension 
vehicles,^ and vehicle combinations or loads upon the County highways by businesses 
located on a County highway or within 1 (one) mile of a County highway, shall be paid 
as follows: 

Travel within 2 (two) miles of the location of such business which is on or within 1 (one) 
mile of a County highway is $100.00 per vehicle per calendar year for gross weight less 
than or equal to 160,000 lbs. and load width of less than or equal to 14 feet. Travel 
beyond 2 (two) miles or for vehicles exceeding the gross weight of 160,000 1^ or 
exceeding the load width of 14 feet requires a permit at the rate fees established in this 
Subsection (b). 

(7) Fees for other permits. The County Board hereby authorizes the Superintendent to issue 
additional permits for vehicles which do not conform to the requirements of Chapter 15 
of the Illinois Vehicle Code not otherwise specified in this Subsection (b), so long as such 
permits are authorized by Chapter 15 of the Illinois Vehicle Code. The Superintendent is 
further authorized to establish reasonable fees for such permits, which fees shall be made 
public by posting a schedule of said fees at the Department offices. The Superintendent 
shall report to the County Board the schedule of fees established under this Subsection 

(b)(7) on a yearly basis. 

(8) Fees for special handling. The County Board hereby authorizes the Superintendent to 
impose a service charge for special handling of a permit when requested by an applicant, 
such as same-day expedited issuance of a permit, credit card payment of permit fees or 
special transmission of a permit. Such charge shall be determined by the Superintendent 
and shall be not less than the actual cost of such special handling, if any, and not less than 
$10.00 per permit for same-day processing. 

(c) The Superintendent shall not issue a permit for any vehicle and/or load that is divisible 
and that can be carried, when divided, within the existing weight and size maximums specified in Chapter 
15 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/15-101 et seq. 

(d) Engineering inspections assessing work to be done on the County highway related to 
travel by the permit applicant's overweight vehicle and final inspection, and/or field investigations of the 
proposed routing will be done by the Department when the Superintendent determines in his judgment 
that such an inspection or investigation is appropriate. The applicant will be required to pay a fee of 
$40.00 per hour for each hour spent by Department personnel engaged in such engineering inspections or 
field investigations. 

(e) When law enforcement escort vehicles are required by the Superintendent for the safety 
of the motoring public, and if, at the County's option, such escort is provided by the County, the permit 
applicant will be required to pay a fee of $40.00 per hour per vehicle based upon pre-estimated time of 
movement to be agreed upon between the Superintendent and the applicant. The minimum fee paid under 
this subsection shall be $80.00 per vehicle. 

(f) All fees collected pursuant to this article shall be paid to the Department of Revenue and 
deposited in the general corporate fund of the County.

(g) The application shall specifically describe the vehicle, its contents to be operated 
or moved, the particular County highways for which the permit is requested, and whether the permit is 
requested for a single trip, round trip, or for monthly use. 

(h) The Superintendent is authorized to grant requests for permits within his or her 
discretion. He or she may deny any such permit request or, if such permit is issued, limit the number of 
trips by establishing seasonal or other time limitations within which the vehicle may be operated on the 
County highways indicated, or otherwise prescribe conditions of operation of such vehicle, where such 
limitations, in the judgment of the Superintendent, are necessary to assure against undue wear and tear to 
the road foundations, surfaces or structures of County highways. 

(i) The Superintendent shall not issue a permit unless the applicant shall have furnished a 
certificate of insurance indicating a minimum insurance coverage limit of the amount of $1,000,000.00 
for general liability^ and $1,000,000.00 for automobile liability so as to save the County harmless from 
any claim, loss or damage that may result from the granting of a permit or that may arise from or on 
account of the transportation of overweight and/or oversize vehicles permitted thereby, and further 
covering payment of all costs incurred by the Department to restore to a condition satisfactory to the 
Superintendent, any pavement, bridge, culvert, tunnel, sewer, pipe, conduit or other facility or 
appurtenance located within the County Highway right of way that may be damaged by reason of the 
transportation of such vehicle under a permit. Additional coverage may be required consistent with the 
regulations of the United States Department of Transportation Bureau of Motor Carrier Safety and the 
Illinois Commerce Commission. 

(j) Every permit issued pursuant to this article shall be carried in the vehicle to which it 
refers and shall be produced for inspection upon the request of any law enforcement official or the 
Superintendent. The decision to grant, deny or impose limitations on the issuance of a permit lies within 
the sole discretion of the Superintendent whose decision is final. 

Sec. 66-127. Violation and enforcement. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person issued a permit under this section, or any employee or 
agent of such person, to violate any of the terms or conditions of the permit. Each and every single trip 
per vehicle in violation of the terms or conditions of the permit shall constitute a separate and distinct 
offense. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to operate a vehicle not in conformity with the wheel 
and axle load and gross weight provisions of Section 15-111 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 lECS 5/15- 
111, on any County highway without a permit issued for that vehicle by the Superintendent. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to operate a vehicle not in conformity with the dimension 
requirements for width of vehicles in Section 15-102, height of vehicles in Section 15-103, and length of 
vehicles in Section 15-107 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 lECS 5/15-102, 103, and 107, on any County 
highway without a permit issued for that vehicle by the Superintendent. 

Each and every single trip per vehicle made in violation of this article shall constitute a separate 
and distinct offense. 

(c) Any person operating a vehicle in violation of this article may be prosecuted and fined in 
the manner provided by Chapter 15 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 lECS 5/15-112, 15-113, and 15- 

3010). 


(d) In addition to any fine imposed, any person who violates this article shall pay all costs 
incurred by the Department to restore to a condition satisfactory to the Superintendent, any pavement, 
bridge, culvert, tunnel, sewer, pipe conduit or other facility or appurtenance located within the County 
Highway right-of-way that is damaged by reason of the transportation of such vehicle. 

(e) If any person violates this article in any manner, three times in one 12-month period of 
time, the Superintendent may refuse to issue a permit to that person for ]_(one) year following the date of 
the third article violation.

Sec. 66-129. Interpretation. 

Any headings of this article are for convenience of reference only and do not define or limit the 
provisions thereof Words of any gender shall be deemed and construed to include correlative words of 
the other genders. Words importing the singular shall include the plural and vice versa, unless the context 
shall otherwise indicate. All references to any document or statute shall be deemed to include all 
supplements and/or amendments to any such document or statute. All references to any such person or 
entity shall be deemed to include any person or entity succeeding to the rights, duties, and obligations of 
such person or entity in accordance with the terms and conditions of the agreement. 

Sec. 66-130. Compliance with all laws. 

The vehicles and equipment used to move overweight and over dimension overdimension 
vehicles upon the County highways shall be maintained and operated safely, and shall be properly 
licensed, registered, insured, operated and equipped in accordance with the Laws of the State of Illinois 
and/or any political subdivision or administrative agency thereof having jurisdiction. 

The requirements of this article apply in addition to all other applicable State and Federal laws, 
rules and regulations now existing or hereinafter in effect, which in any manner affect the subject matter 
of this article.

Estes, EEC, Resolution No. 58-09 from Elk Grove Village for an abandoned industrial facility located at

WHEREAS, Cook County has defined abandoned property as buildings and other structures that, after

WHEREAS, in the case of abandonment of less than 24 months and purchase for value by a disinterested 
buyer, the County may determine that special circumstances justify finding the property is deemed 
abandoned; and 

WHEREAS, Class 6b requires a resolution by the County Board validating the property is deemed 
abandoned for the purposes of Class 6b; and 

WHEREAS, in this matter, GDV Estes, EEC has not purchased the abandoned property for value, but 
has a contract for purchase pending approval of the tax incentive; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that the property has a history of 
74% to 100% vacancy from January 2008 to July 2009 and that special circumstances are present; and

Fellows engaged in post-graduate clinical training programs under appropriate supervision and any other 
appropriate personnel. In addition, IRC shall continue to prepare appropriate policies and procedures for 
services at the JTDC which comply with the changing requirements of the Juvenile Standards of the 
NCCHC and ACA accreditation standards. 

Reason: Pursuant to Clause 5(f) of the Agreed Order appointing a Transitional Administrator, Doe v. 

Cook County . Case No. 99 C 3945, the Office of the Transitional Administrator, in its 
authority as established in the Court Order entered on August 14, 2007, has selected Isaac Ray 
Center (IRC) to provide mental health services to residents of the Juvenile Temporary 
Detention Center (JTDC). Currently, IRC provides mental health services to JTDC residents 
in conjunction with the Mental Health Services for Cermak Health Services of Cook County, 
Contract No. 06-45-574. Cermak Health Services of Cook County is in the process of making 
changes to its Mental Health Services program, and intends to do a Request for Proposal 
(REP) for mental health services. Because of the existing relationship that IRC currently has 
with the JTDC, the Office of the Transitional Administrator, in its authority, has chosen to 
retain Isaac Ray Center as its mental health services provider for JTDC residents. This 
decision was made in an effort to avoid any disruption in mental health services to the JTDC 
residents. The current contract with Cermak Health Services of Cook County is scheduled to 
end on August 31, 2010; however, this contract does not currently provide the necessary level 
of services as required by the Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) and the Modified 
Implementation Plan (MIP) in the Doe v. Cook County . Case No. 99 C 3945. The new 
contract will provide the appropriate level of staffing to enable the Cook County Juvenile 
Temporary Detention Center to come into compliance with mental health care objectives as 
outlined in the MOA and MIP. The contract will be performance based, and will be renewed 
annually if performance requirements are achieved. The performance measurements will be 
determined collaboratively by the Office of the Transitional Administrator and Isaac Ray 
Center, and will be outlined in the contractual agreement.
